NTE Dates Announced 
by Testing Service 



Students completing teacher 
preparation programs may 
take the National Teacher 
Examinations on any of the 
three different test dates an- 
nounced by Educational Testing 
Service, a nonprofit, 
educational organization which 
prepares and administers this 
testing program. 

Dates for the testing of 
prospective teachers are: 
November 13, 1976, February 
19, 1977, and July 16, 1977. The 
tests will be given at nearly 400 
locations throughout the United 
States, ETS said. In Fayet- 
teville, the test will be given at 
Terry Sanford Senior High 
School on Ft. Bragg Road. 

Results of the National 
Teacher Examinations are used 
by many large school districts 
as one of several factors in the 
selection of new teachers and by 
several states for certification 
or licensing of teachers. Some 
colleges also require all seniors 
preparing to teach to take the 
examinations. 

On each full day of testing, 
prospective teachers may take 



the Common Examinations 
which measure their 
professional preparation and 
general educational 
background and an Area 
Examination which measures 
their mastery of the subject 
they expect to teach. 

The Bulletin of Information 
for Candidates contains a list of 
test centers, and general in- 
formation about the 
examinations, as well as a 
Registration Form Copies may 
be obtained from Miss Saunders 
in the Methodist College 
Placement Office or directly 
from National Teacher 
Examinations, Box 911, 
Educational Testing Service, 
Princeton, New Jersey 08540. 

Miss Saunders, in a recent 
interview, urged all prospective 
teachers to take the NTE. While 
acknowledging the recent 
controversy over this test, she 
noted that the test is a measure 
of one's general knowledge and 
is not an indication of how ef- 
fective a teacher a person will 
be.

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Changes are Made in Many Departments 
Throughout Methodist College This Summer 



Summer-a time when there 
are fewer students at Methodist 
than usual-seems to be a 
favorite time to make changes 
in many areas of the campus. 
This summer was no exception. 

One of the major changes was 
the addition of a (30,300 organ to 
Hensdale Chapel, the organ, 
given to the college by a donor 
who wishes to remain 
anonymous, was builty by the 
Schantz Organ Company of 
Ohio especially for Hensdale 
Chapel. It is to be used for 
teaching purposes and to 
enhance services of worship in 
the chapel. 

The organ, which took five 
days to install and two days to 
tune, has thirteen ranks. It has 
two keyboards and one 
pedalboad. It contains three 
divisions: great, positive, and 
pedal. The pipes vary in length 
from eight and one half feet to 
six inches and have a diameter 
from eight inches to less than 
one half inch. The pipes are 
made of various materials and 
easily go out of tune. 

Although the organ has not 
been formally dedicated, it has 
been used for church 
conferences and for a wedding 
this summer. A formal 
dedication is planned for this 



fall. 

Another addition to the 
College is the installation of 
glass backboards on the 
basketball goals in the gym. 
The boards, installed by 
basketball coaches Joe Miller 
and Mason Sykes, cost $700. The 
money came to Methodist in the 
form of a guarantee from 
Virginia Commonwealth 
University. A NCAA Division I 
school, they share the gate 
receipts with the visiting team 
when they come to their school 
to play. 

Coach Miller explained that 
all of the teams Methodist plays 
on the road have this type of 
backboard and that they are 
more solid and the ball bounces 
off of them better than wooden 
boards.

the raising of the grade point 
average one needs to achieve to 
make the Deans List. 
Previously, a 3.0 average 
qualified a student for Dean's 
List; now a student must have a 
3.2 average on an academic 
load of 15 semester hours or 
more. President's List 
requirements remain the same- 
-a 4.0 average is necessary to be 
named to this list. 

Minimum grade point 
averages for remaining in good 
academic standing are now: 
1.30 for freshman, 1.70 for 
sophomores, 1.90 for juniors and 
2.00 for seniors. Students are 
now classified according to the 
following: Freshmen, 0-30 
semester hours, sophomores, 
31-62 semester hours, juniors, 
63-94 semester hours; and 

hours. 

Candidates for graduation 
with honors must now meet the 
following minimum grade point 
average requirements: cum 
laude, 3.40; magna cum laude, 
3.70; and summa cum laude, 
3.90. Candidates for graduation 
with honors must have been 
students at Methodist for at 
least two semesters prior to the 
one in which their record is 
being considered.

The Philosopher 's Corner

Having recently returned 
from Germany where we stayed 
a few weeks in the city of 
Bremen, I would like to share 
with you my observation of one 
aspect of everyday life there 
which differs considerably from 
the way we do things here. The 
City of Bremen operates an 
efficient tramway system. You 
have the choice of buying your 
ticket from the motonnan, in 
which case you pay the full fare 
and he stamps the ticket with a 
rubber stamp, or then of buying 
a set of ten tickets at specified 
stationery stores for only sixty 
percent of the full fare. If you 
choose the latter alternative 
you simply board the tram and 
stick one of your tickets into a 
time clock located in each car 
which automatically stamps it 
with the date and approximate 
hour of your boarding. Nor- 
mally, there is no check on 
whether you actually stamped 
your ticket or not. You simply 
hold on to your stamped ticket 
and throw it into an unguarded 
receptacle on leaving the tram. 
But, when I started to think of 
the number of free rides I could 
enjoy, I was warned that every 
once in a while a controller 
mounts the tram and requests 
each passenger to produce his 
stamped ticket, and should you 
be unable to produce it, you 
would be fined accordingly. I 
then also discovered a sign in 
the car reading as follows: 
"Eight dollars (the amount of 
the fine) is a lot of money. So 
don't throw it out the window by 



neglecting to stamp your 
ticket." 

I must confess that this sign 
left me somewhat cold, because 
I had visited Bremen three 
times previously, in 1970, 1972, 
and 1974, and not once had I 
ever been challenged to produce 
my stamped ticket. I was 
gradually becoming convinced 
that the whole story about a 
possible controller checking 
your ticket was simply a myth 
concocted by the tramway 
system to keep the citizens of 
Bremen in line. My conviction 
was stronger than ever as my 
visit was drawing to a close, 
when, one fine day, wham! none 
other than a controller stood 
before me demanding to see my 
ticket. I produced it meekly, 
duly stamped, for I had been 
still adhering to the rules. But 
no sooner had he left, I began 
figuring out how much carfare I 
had spent on all my visits to 
Bremen without ever having 
been checked by a controller, 
and my estimate came to thirty- 
two dollars. This meant that if I 
had taken all those trolley rides 
free without buying tickets and 
had now been fined eight dollars 
for being caught, I could have 
saved twenty-four dollars. I 
then suddenly realized that my 
thoughts were those of a typical 
American and that the Bremer 
system could never work in the 
United States, because the 
average American, faced with 
such favorable odds, is too 
much of a gambler to be able to 
resist the temptation of taking 
free rides. If he can beat the 



system, he will. In America, a 
rule is made to be broken, as 
long as you can get away with it 
and your pecadillo does not 
directly harm your fellowman; 
whereas in Germany, a rule is 
made to be obeyed. Whether the 
Bremer trolley passengers obey 
the rule blindly or whether they 
obey on ethical grounds or 
because their instinct tells them 
that the reduced fare system 
would have to be abolished if 
abused often, are moot 
questions. The point is, 
however, that American in- 
dividualism, as much as it is to 
be admired for many reasons, 
also has its seamy side. It 
downgrades conformity and 
thus neglects to encourage 

voluntary obedience. American 
transportation systems, being 
no doubt fully aware of this 
American penchant, have never 
dared, to my knowledge, to 
experiment with a system like 
the Bremer one. On the con- 
trary, they insist on treating the 
public on the basis of strict 
equality for the sake of exer- 
cising a control without 
loopholes. Normally, this 

means that every passenger 
must pay the full fare. The only 
other alternative would be to 
offer everyone a reduced fare or 
even a free ride. No, I am not 
dreaming, because I read 
recently that the extensive bus 
system of the city of Seattle, 
Washington, is free. Another 
American characteristic is to 
jump from one extreme to the 
other.
